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BUILDING OF SKATING 
CURLING — RINK 
UNANIMOUSLY AT MEETING 
HELD MONDAY NIGHT— 
BUILDING OF RINK WILL BE 
COMMENCED AT ONCE 


AND 
ENDORSED 


At the meeting on Monday night 
called to consider the proposed build- 
ing of a covered skating and curling 
rink at Macleod the ratepayers and 
others present were unanimously in 
favor of the proposal. 

The meeting was called by the 
Mayor and Council to discuss the 
question of building an up-to-date 
covered rink. Mayor McDonald, who 
presided, explained what steps had 
already been taken with that end in 
view. The Mayor first of all re- 
viewed the financial position of the 
town today compared with 8 or 10 
years ago, noting specially the re- 
duction of taxes and the accumilated 
surplus funds now at the credit of 
the town. He told the meeting of 
his recent visit to Edmonton, where 
he met the Utilities Commission, 
and placed the matter of building the 
rink out of the funds of the Town 
before the commission, and that he 
had received their consent to the 
expenditure of the town funds for 
that purpose. He also interviewed 
the Minister of Public Works and 
his Deputy with regard to securing 
a site on the Town Square, which 
is Provincial property. They also, 
Mr. McDonald told the meeting, 
readily consented, on condition that 
the building would be of a structure 
in keeping with such a prominent 
position. On his return to Macleod 
Mr. McDonald at once instructed H. 
W. Meech, Architect, Lethbridge, to 
visit a number of towns where there 
were covered rinks, and to draw up 
plans for Macleod. The plans had 
been prepared and were submitted 
to the meeting and thoroughly ex- 
plained by the Mayor. The building 
will be about 170 ft. by 204 ft., and 
the design is certainly up-to-date in 
its conception. The building will 
have a full sized skating rink in the 
centre, with seating accomodation 
for over 1500; two curling rinks are 
placed on each side, giving four 
sheets of ice for curling. At the 
front there are 2 waiting rooms for 
the curle 2 dressing rooms for 
hockey players, I large general wait- 
ing room, 1 refreshment counter, 2 
ticket offices, and 4 lavatories. The 
rooms are all large and commodious, 
opening into a wide corridor run- 
ning the full width of the building. 
The building will be frame with out- 
side stucco finish, and is expected to 
cost from fifteen to seventeen thous- 
and dollars. Specifications will be 
drawn up and tenders called im- 
mediately, the idea being to get the 
construction yvoing at once so as to 
ameliorate the unemployment situa- 
tion localy. 


When the resolution was moved 
ind seconded in favor of the build- 
ing there was not a single vote 


against it—so far as could be seen 
every hand went up in favor of the 
motion.

WHEAT POOL MEETING AT, 
MACLEOD DREW BIG AT- 
TENDANCE OF FARMERS— 
AUDIENCE EVINCED MUCH 
INTEREST 


What is said to be the largest 
meeting of farmers seen in Macleod 
for many a day was the meetng in 
the town hall on Saturday after- 
noon, held in the interests of the 
Wheat Pool. Joseph Horner, farmer 
of the Rathwell district, a member 
and enthusiastic supporter of the 
Pool, oecupied the chair and in- 
troduced the speakers, E. E. Eisen- 
hauer, field supervisor, of Leth- 
bridge, and J. J. Strang, Clares- 
holm, one of the Alberta directors. 

A large number of most interest- 
ing’ pictures were thrown on the 
screen, illustrative of the operations 
of the Wheat Pool. Mr. Strang 
operated the lantern, and Mr, Eisen- 
hauer in clear and forceful language 
gave an instructive description of 
the pictures, which included the 
methods of grading, all the terminal 
elevators owned and operated by the 
Pools, the unloading of wheat from 
the cars and then loadng from the 
elevators into the ships, which are 
carrying the Canadian wheat to the 
many foreign ports. Pictures were 
also shown of all the leading men 
and officials who are the heads and 
brains of the great organization, and 
one has only to look at the pictures 
of these men to sce that the affairs 
of the Pools are in the hands of men 
who have ability and are well quali- 
fied to carry on the business and 
look well after the interests of the 
farmers and producers. 

During the course of Mr. Eisen- 
hauer’s remarks he not only showed 
the remarkable progress which “the 
Pool had made, and the enormous 
benefits which the farmers had 
reaped since the Pool was organized, 
but he also told his hearers of the 
tremendous efforts that had been 
put forth by the enemies to discredit 
and wreck the Pools, so that the en- 
normous profits which the Grain 
Trade in years gone by had made 
out of the farmers, which was now 
being divided among the Pool mem 
bers, would again flow back into the 
coffers of the grain dealers. Mr. 
Kisenhauer showed that 51 per 
cent. of the grain marketed in 1929 
was handled by over 200 yvrain deal- 
ers, Which was a striking illustra- 
tion of the standing of the pools 
and the salesmanship of the Pool 


officials, 


Pool’s Position 

At the close of showing the pic 
tures, Mr. Strang was introduced, 
and speaking from intimate knowl- 
edge as one of the Alberta directors, 
told the audience of the sound fin- 
ancial position of the pools, explain- 
ing in a clear and lucid manner the 
operations of the past few weeks, 
when a financial crisis was looming 
on the horizon, and the satisfactory 
that had been taken and ar- 
rangements made to avert a crisis, 
so t the interests of the members 
of the Pools would be fully protect 
ed. He went very fully into the de- 
tails of the marketing of the wh 
and showed very clearly from pri 
quoted over a number of years the 
benefits which the members, and 
even non-members, had derived from 
the operations of the Pools. Mr. 
Strang also gave much information 
regarding the operations of wheat 
growing and marketine in other 
countries, and the conditions which 
the Pools were contending with 
specially referring to the methods 
in the Argentine, and the high duties 
which 2 number of European coun- 
tries had put on foreign wheat dur- 
ing the year 1929. 

At the close of the addresses quite 
a number of questions were asked, 
and Mr. Strang was give 
very satisfactory answers to several
